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ORDINANCE NO. 326
AN ORDINANCE OF THE
CITY OF TORRANCE CREAT-
ING AND ESTABLISHING A
CIVIL SERVICE SYSTEM FOR
SAID CITY.

The City Council of the City
of Torrance does ordain as fol-
Jows:

Section 1. Adoption of Civil
Service System. Pursuant to the
authorify granted to the legis-
lative body of any city within
the State of California under
the prbvi'siuns of Chap. 48 of the
Stats. of 1935, the following Civil
Service System is hereby
adopted for the City of Tor-
rance.  The terms Civil Service
Board, . Personnel Board and
Board, of Review shall be con-
strued. as one and the same
Board. ,

Section 2. This ordinance shall
apply to all appointive officers
and employees in the Classified
Servicg;;of the City as defined
in Sgetion 3 hereof, except the
appointive officers and employ-
¢es .of -the Police and Fire De-
partments who are now covered
by Ciyil Service Ordinance No.
249, adopted by the City at
the General Municipal election,
April . 9th, 1934, In the event
that ;said Ordinance No. 249 is

in the Classified Service shall be
regarded as holding their posi-
tions or employments as pro-
bationers who are serving out
the balance of their probation-
ary periods before their appoint-
ments become complete.

Section 5. Appointment of Per-
sonnel Clerk. The City Council
shall appoint a personnel clerk
whose duty it shall be to act in
the capacity of secretary and
clerk for the Civil Service Sys-
tem. He shall be the cus-
todian of all personnel rec-
ords and shall be the official
upon or with whom all notices,
requests for hearings, com-
plaints ‘and other official docu-
ments shall be served or filed.

Said personnel clerk shall es-
tablish and maintain in card in-
dex form a roster of officers
and employees in the Classified
service. He shall also prepare a
record of the length of service
of each officer and employee in
the " Classified Service, together
with a concise statement of all
duties being performed by said
officer or employee, the salary
being paid and the hours of
work of said employee. He shall
render such additional services
in connection with such Civil
Service System as may be re-

ted by the City Council.

Said Board of
Review shall set a date for and
hold a public hearing, at which
time it shall hear evidence for
and against the aggrieved party,
said hearing to take place not
more than twenty (20) days af-
ter receipt by the Board of Re-
view of the accused officer’s or
employee’s request for writ-
ten charges. ‘During the said
twenty day period the Board
of Review may make or cause
to be made such investi-
gation of the matter in ques-
tion as it may deem necessary.
Hearings may be informally con-
ducted and the rules of evi-
dence need. not apply. In any
investigation or hearing conduct-
ed by said Board of Review it
shall have the power to examine
witnesses under oath and com-
pel their attendance or the pro-
duction of evidence before it by
subpoenas issued in the name of
the City and attested by the City
Clerk. It shall be the duty of the
Chief ‘of Police to cause all such
subpoenas to be served. Refusal of
a person to attend or to testify
in answer to such a subpoena
shall subject said person to pros-
ecution in the same manner as
‘set forth by law for failure to
appear before the City Council
in response to a subpoena is-
sued by the said Council.

If any section,
subsection, subdivision, sentence,
clause or phrase of this ordi-
nanée is for any reason held
to be unconstitutional, such
decision shall not affect the
validity - of the remaining por-
tions of this ordinance. The
City ' Council hereby declares
that it would have passed this
ordinance, and each scetion,
subsection, subdivision, sentence,
clause and phrase thereof, ir-
respective of the fact that any
one or more sections, subsec-
tions, subdivisions, sentences,
clauses or phrases be¢ declared
unconstitutional.

Section 20. This ordinance
shall take effect ‘thirty days
after the date of its adoption
and prior to expiration. of fif-
teen days from the passage
